Go o d self-dependent peo ple lo se 
their character to rely o n their o wn 
ability when the po litician takes part 
o f the earnings o f the wo rking peo ple 
and giv es it to o thers so they do no t 
hav e to suppo rt themselv es. 
Pat, I ask y o u to please study 
y o ur American histo ry . The Pil­ 
grims started with a so cialistic theo ­ 
ry and put all their earnings (garden 
pro duce) in o ne bank (wareho use). 
A man with a large family drew o ut 
what was necessary to sustain them. 
Likewise, a single man receiv ed just 
sufficient fo o d fo r his needs. It 
wo rked fo r a while, then peo ple dis­ 
co v ered that they co uld get as much 
witho ut wo rking as they did when 
they wo rked. So me were so o n co m­ 
plaining o f backaches and o ther ill­ 
nesses. They let tho se who wo uld 
wo rk harv est all the cro ps. The re­ 
sults were that the Pilgrim co lo ny 
wo uld hav e starv ed to death if the 
Indians had no t giv en them fo o d to 
carry them thro ugh a co ld winter. 
Go v erno r Bradfo rd and the o ther 


leaders threw up their hands in dis­ 
gust and said they co uld all do as 
they pleased. Each family co uld 
plant as large a cro p as they desired 
and keep all their fo o d. They co uld 
either wo rk o r starv e. The who le 
family pitched in and wo rked lo ng 
ho urs. They pro duced such an abun­ 
dance that the leaders decided to 
giv e thanks to their Heav enly Fa­ 
ther—thus, Thanksgiv ing Day was 
bo rn, also the free enterprise sy stem 
that has giv en Americans such an 
abundance. 


Pat, if y o u will study y o ur Ameri­ 
can histo ry it will unfo ld the metho d 
o f ho w Americans acco mplished the 
greatest freedo m fo r indiv iduals in 
all the wo rld. 


So cialism means co ntro l o f the 
peo ple by po liticians. 
Po liticians 
take all they dare o f y o ur earnings 
and giv e what they please to o ther 
gro ups, but that is no t all. They giv e 
away mo re to o ther gro ups than they 
hav e the co urage to tax the wo rking 
peo ple. Then the go v ernment has to 
print mo re mo ney , thus creating ad­ 
ditio nal inflatio n.

o ut go v ernment co ntinually say ing 
“ y o u hav e to do this” o r ‘‘do n’t do 
that.” This sho uld educate us to re­ 
alize the less go v ernment the better 
o ff we are. 
To me freedo m means do ing as I 
desire, pro v iding I do no t harm any ­ 
o ne else.

Where draw line? 
In March o f 17 82, o ne Co l. Dav id 
Williamso n led a fo rce o f 100 militi­ 
amen fro m Fo rt Pitt into the wild 
Ohio co untry in pursuit o f Indians 
who had been terro rizing the bo rder 
settlements. 
Unable to catch their quarry , 
they to o k o ut their frustratio n o n 96 
Delaware Indian co nv erts at the 
Mo rav ian missio nary to wn o f Gna- 
denhutten—the “ Tents o f Grace.” 
The army was demo cratic in 
tho se day s. By a v o te o f 82 to 18, it 
was decided to kill the ino ffensiv e, 
Christian Indians—o ld men, wo men 
and children. This was do ne no t with 
guns (po wder was in sho rt supply ) 
but with kniv es, hatchets and 
mallets. The “ Tents o f Grace” were 
burned do wn o v er the bo dies. 
When rumo rs o f the massacre 
reached Philadelphia, the Co n­ 
tinental Co ngress o rdered Gen. 
William Irv ine, co mmander at Fo rt 
Pitt, to inv estigate. Finding that 
po pular feeling was stro ngly in fav o r 
o f what the militia had do ne, Irv ine 
adv ised that the matter had best be 
quietly dro pped. 
Newly independent America was 
thus spared an early v ersio n o f the 
“ Calley co ntro v ersy .” 
An amazing o utpo uring o f letters 
and telegram s has bo mbarded 
Co ngress and the Pentago n pro ­ 
testing the co nv ictio n o f Lt. Wil­ 
liam Calley fo r slay ing at least 22 
Vietnamese civ ilians (he admitted 
killing 102) at the v illage o f My Lai 
in March o f 196 8. 
The brunt o f the pro tests is that 
Calley did no thing mo re than a lo t o f 
GIs hav e do ne in this wretched war 
(it was “ no big deal,” said Calley ), 
o r in o ther wars, and that he is being 
made the fall guy fo r the higher 
brass. 
Writing befo re the Calley v erdict 
was handed do wn—fo rmer war co r­ 
respo ndent Neil Sheehan—no hawk 
but a sev ere critic o f U.S. military 
po licy in Vietnam—anticipated this 
reactio n. 
“ The military serv ices are in the 


greatest danger o f beco ming the 
scapego ats o f a public witchhunt.. . 
o v er the war crimes issue if re­ 
spo nsible men do no t prev ail,” said 
Sheehan. “ . . . . The military hav e 
few defendants in the current 
climate. Much o f the intellectual 
co mmunity and many o f the stu­ 
dents are almo st childishly indis­ 
crim inate in their assau lts. A 
number o f the fo rmer senio r civ ilian 
o fficials o f the co untry , who hav e 
changed their minds abo ut the war 
they helped to pro secute, are no w all 
eager to blame ev ery thing o n the 
generals.” 
Few Americans hav e ev er heard 
o f the Gnadenhutten m assacre. 
No ne wo uld co ndo ne it to day , if o nly 
because we are no lo nger menaced 
by redskins. We lack that kind o f his­ 
to rical 
perspectiv e 
regarding 
Vietnam. 
We fo rget—we want to fo rget— 
that babies were blasted with 
auto matic weapo ns at clo se range at 
My Lai. 
Yes, wo men and children hav e 
to ssed genades at American so ldiers 
in Vietnam. But to ddlers, babes in 
arms? 
Yes, this is a brutal and brutaliz­ 
ing war, with its tactics o f search- 
and-destro y free-fire zo nes, the bo dy 
co unt, where the enemy is a farmer 
by day and a guerrilla by night. 
R espo nsibility 
fo r 
many 
un­ 
necessary civ ilian deaths do es no t 
begin o r end with Lt. William Calley . 
But if the American o fficer in the 
field who implements the o rders 
fro m higher up is no t to be ex pected 
to kno w the difference between right 
and wro ng, between babies and 
po tential co mbatants, then this war 
has brutalized all o f us. 
We fo rget, to o , that there were 
men in Galley ’s plato o n who re­ 
tained eno ugh o f their humanity to 
refuse to o bey his o rder to “ waste” 
the civ ilians.

Calley 
deserv ed

acquitted, then these men sho uld 
hav e been co urt-martialed.

And 
so no w Andres Nazario Sargen liv es 
in Miami, and do es no thing. 
Ex cept dream. 
“ We are o n a bo at,” he say s, 
“ there are many o f us abo ard. We 
hav e guns in o ur hands and we are 
scared. We smo ke a little, we think 
o f o ur families, we think o f ho w it 
used to be and ho w it will be again. 
Then the bo at sto ps. We get up. Our 
legs are weak. We are sweating. But 
we run fro m the bo at and we sho o t— 
bang!

The dream, with v ariatio ns, is 
shared by many like Nazario here 
and elsewhere in the natio n. Twelv e 
y ears after Castro ’s installatio n o f a 
Co mmunist administratio n in the 
Caribbean, tho usands o f Cuban 
refugees in the United States still 
insist they will return in fo rce “ o ne 
day so o n” to reclaim all that they 
hav e lo st. 
R ealistically , their am bitio ns 
seem 
far-fetched. 
A 
decade 
o f 
ex aggeratio ns, false pro mises and 
failures has sev erely blunted the be- 


liev abilitv o f the Back to Cuba 
mo v ement. And suppo rt fo r such 
amo ng refugees (there are mo re 
than 6 00,000 in the United States 
no w) has dwindled d rastically ; 
where o nce there were 85 o rganiza­ 
tio ns plo tting the return, there are 
currently o nly two o f co nsequence. 


Indeed, because o f the gap be­ 
tween 
rheto ric and 
results, 
the 
Cuban Liberatio n fo rce in Miami has 
co me to be jo kingly referred to as 
“ Spanish Fo rmo sa.” 


Yet to tho se who still believ e, it is 
no laughing matter. Andres Nazario 
Sargen, as ex ample, is leader o f an 
entirely straight-faced gro up o f men 
who 
are 
pledged 
to 
o v erthro w 
Castro , assassinate him if necessary 
and bring “ demo cracy to Cuba in a 
v ery sho rt tim e.” The gro up, called 
Alpha 6 6 , is so determined that they 
hav e caused so me internal and in­ 
ternatio nal co ncern. Last y ear their 
kidnaping o f so me Cuban natio nal­ 
ists (fishermen) created such a 
wo rld stink that the FBI raided the 
Alpha 6 6 files to determine what the 
gro up wo uld do nex t. 
The raid was a waste o f time. 
No bo dy kno ws what Alpha 6 6 will do 
nex t. Ev en Alpha 6 6 can’t predict. 
Tho ugh 
the 
mo st 
militant, 
and 
perhaps the mo st activ e Back to 
Cuba gro up, it is also the least 
o rganized. It do es manage an o ffice 
(o pen to the public o n Miami’s 
So uthwest side) and it claims 6 0 


affiliated branches in the United 
States, but as a wo rking bo dy it is in 
perpetual disarray . 
Say s o ne federal watchdo g here: 
“ Yo u do n’t find many educated 
peo ple in Alpha 6 6 . Yo u do n’t find 
many peo ple who reaso n things o ut. 
Their mo dus o perandi is to strike o ut 
blindly and ho pe fo r results. Like 
mo st misfits, they believ e their 
cause justifies any actio n.” 
Yet if irrespo nsibility is the mark 
o f Alpha 6 6 igno rance, it is also the 
key to its successes. “ The kidnaping 
o f Cuban fishermen,” say s leader 
Nazario “ put Castro o n no tice we’re 
mo v ing in o n him.’’ Such illegal acts 
will co ntinue, Nazario v o ws. “ The 
United States has alway s to ld us to 
sto p what w e’re do ing They do n’t 
want us ho lding maneuv ers in the 
Ev erglades. They do n’t want us 
sto ckpiling weapo ns. But we still 
co ntinue. We must co ntinue. Last 
y ear we put two raiding parties 
asho re in Cuba. They are still there, 
14 o r so men, o perating fro m within. 
The liberatio n is v ery near no w. 
Wait and see. It is v ery near.” 
What is near, apparently , is no t 
simply an inv asio n o f the Cuban 
mainland. Liberatio nists say they 
are no t that stupid. “ Remember the 
Bay o f Pigs? ” Instead, the theo ry is 
that Cuba’s freedo m will be bo rn 
again by inside agitatio n. 
The chief pro po nent o f the “ in­ 
side” thesis is J . E. de la To rriente. 
a Cuban-bo rn American citizen, and 


o ne o f the few remaining well-edu­ 
cated Cuban liberatio nists. Rightly 
o r wro ngly , To rriente bases his be­ 
lief in his perso nal hatred o f co ftl- 
munism. He thinks co mmunism is 
wro ng, therefo re he thinks ev ery o ne 
thinks it’s wro ng. Especially peo ple 
who liv e under it o n the Cuban main­ 
land. 


' * n 
“ It will be a v io lent war,” say s 
To rreinte, “ but the fighting wo n’t 
co me prmarily fro m Miami. It’ll 
co me fro m Habana—we spell it H- 
a b-a-n a. No . ‘v .’ I believ e 95 per 
cent o t all Cubans there hate co m ­ 
munism. Our intelligence is that 
they are no w well-o rganized. All 
they need to start their war is so me 
help fro m us o n the o utside. And I 
pro mise y o u that help will co me 
v ery , v ery so o n.” 
Ho w so o n? 


“ I can’t say . I can o nly tell y o u 
this: Ev ery thing is ready .” 
To be sure, ev ery thing fo r the 
Back to Cuba war is ready . It has 
been ready fo ra decade. The tro uble 
is the waiting, endless waiting, has 
taken 
its to ll—in credibility , 
in 
suppo rt, in fact. But no matter. 
Andres 
Nazario 
Sargen 
still 
dreams: “ We will walk into Habana. 
The wo men will weep and the chil­ 
dren will sing. We will thro w do wn 
o ur guns. We will laugh and talk and 
drink I believ e it. No t lo ng no w. The 
day will co me. No t lo ng no w.”

The benefit increase, raising 
the* income of more than 20.2 
million persons and sluicing an 
extra $3.4 billion purchasing 
power 
into 
the 
still-sluggish 
economy, is retroactive to Jan. 
1. 1971 The recipients will not 
actually have the cash in hand, 
however, until June because of 
the* time required to adjust the 
mammoth computerized payout 
machinery. 
The increased tax bite will be 
felt only next year and, in­ 
itially, only by persons earning 
more than $7,800 a year and 
their employers. The payroll 
tax, currently 5.2 per cent each 
on employe and employer, ap­ 
plies only to earnings up to 
$7,800. Next year the base goes 
to $9,000. Later the rate goes up 
to a top of 6.05 per cent by 
1987, but Congress almost cer­ 
tainly have made more changes 
by then.

than $1 trillion. 
From the start, the financing 
of Social Security has caused 
controversies. There was a sen­ 
timent for a three-way split of 
the cost among employers, em ­ 
ployes and the general funds of 
the Treasury. 
But 
President 
Franklin I). Roosevelt and his 
advisers decided 
the system 
had a better chance if self-fi­ 
nanced. 
So the payroll tax on worker 
and employer has been used 
ever since, with only minor 
general fund infusions to take 
care of special groups. 
Congress and Social Secuirty 
actuaries alike have insisted 
that the rates set, and reset 
from time to time, have pro­ 
duced a sound fund, capable of 
meeting 
foreseeable

The price, however, has been 
steeply mounting payroll taxes, 
not only paying for current out­ 
lays of the system but building 
up trust funds that now own a 
significant part of the national 
debt.
